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DETAILED ACTION 

In the response to the restriction requirement, Applicant elects Group I, claims 1- 
13,16,17,38 and 39 with traverse between Groups I, II, III, IV and V, and formula (1) and 
formula (2) as the elected species. In the case if the claims in Group I are in condition 
for allowance, then the claims in Groups ll-V will be rejoined since they embrace the 
polyarylene ether based compound of group I. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-13,16,17,38 and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over JP 6-279582 in view of McGrath et al (US2002/0091225), both of 
record on 1 449 

JP 6-279582 discloses aromatic polyether components comprising repeating 
units of formulae III (See cols. 11-12, second formula from the top of each 
col.),corresponding to the claimed formula (2)), and IV(see col. 14), corresponding to 
the claimed formula (2). 

The disclosure of the reference differs from the instant claims in that it does not disclose 
that the component of formula IV can be sulfonated. 

The McGrath reference discloses that the component of formula IV can be sulfonated to 
form the claimed formula (1) (see page 2, [0017] wherein n=1 and m=0). 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to employ the sulfonated 
copolymer of McGrath, to replace the component of formula IV of JP 6-279582, with the 
component of formula IV, in the claimed composition, in order to gain the advantages of 
the combination of the references, in that the sulfonated polymers can be formed into 
membranes that may be used in proton exchange membrane fuel cells or as ion 
exchange membranes. 

The replacement of a polyarylene ether based compound by the sulfonated of said 
compound in the claimed composition to have the added properties would not provide 
any unexpected results to one of ordinary skill in the art.
